In Countdown, an ambitious, young nurse Quinn Harris (ELIZABETH LAIL of 
TV’s You) is pressured to download an app that claims to predict exactly when a person 
will die. 

As her friends and colleagues reveal the many decades left on their lives, 
including Dr. Sullivan (PETER FACINELLI of the Twilight franchise), Quinn is shocked 
to see her clock will run out in only three days. 

Initially, she dismisses the app as a passing internet hoax, but when she 
discovers people are violently killed at the exact second their clocks run out, she starts 
to fear the hype. 

To change her fate, Quinn cancels plans on the day the app says she will die, 
breaking the user agreements and unleashing something truly evil. With her clock 
ticking away and fearing a sinister figure is following her, she meets Matt Monroe 
(JORDAN CALLOWAY of TV’s Black Lightning ) whose time is also running out. 

As the two make increasingly desperate attempts to delete or alter the app, 

Quinn realizes something worse than death is fast approaching. To save her own life, 
she must find a way to confront the demons haunting her before time runs out. 

Countdown is written and helmed by first-time feature film director JUSTIN DEC, 
with accomplished filmmakers behind him, including producers JOHN RICKARD 
(Rampage and Horrible Bosses 1 and 2), ZACK SCHILLER ( The Babysitter and The 
Escape Plan) and JOHN MORRIS and SEAN ANDERS (Instant Family and Daddy’s 
Home 1 and 2). 
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ABOUT THE PRODUCTION 


A Long Time Coming: 

Like many in the industry, Dec started his career working nearly nonstop as a 
production assistant, and in 2008, met Sean Anders and John Morris on the set of their 
first film. “There are always certain young people who stand out and become your go- 
to’s to get things done; Justin was one of those people,” says Anders. 

When not on set, Dec spent any free moment making movies of his own, always 
sending his scripts and shorts to Anders and Morris for feedback. 

“We knew Justin was an aspiring filmmaker,” says Anders. “He started out much 
like John and I did — making films with our friends for no money." 

The concept of Countdown was inspired by a simple moment: setting a timer on 
a smartphone. “One day the idea just popped into my head: What if this timer is ticking 
down to when I die?” says Dec. “It’s probably not a normal thought, but something just 
clicked.” 

Dec saved every penny he made from working as a production assistant and in 
2016 was able to call in favors to get the five-minute short Countdown made in only two 
nights. He submitted the short about a demonic app that tells you when you will die to 
many film festivals. Dec also sent the short to his mentors Anders and Morris and the 
filmmakers had unexpected feedback: They asked him to stop sending it out because 
they wanted to turn the five-minute short into a feature film. 

“On one level it made me laugh because it’s this idea of a killer app,” says 
Anders. “It was so well-executed; my wheels started turning as to what kind of movie it 
could be.” 
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A Good Time: 


High-Concept Horror 

Seeking additional support to help bring their vision to life, filmmakers turned to 
John Rickard whom Anders and Morris had teamed up with on Horrible Bosses 2. 

The moment Rickard heard the concept, he was quick to jump on board. “Justin, 
Sean and John came to me with a wholly original idea and an incredible vision that was 
both high-concept and provocative,” he says. “It’s the Final Destination franchise meets 
The Ring — in app; it instantly drew me in.” 

With Countdown, this timeless temptation of wanting to know when you will die is 
tied to a timely theme — the obsession with our phones — giving it the foundation for a 
high-concept horror film capable of pushing cultural buttons. 

“We all have this relationship with our phones, so much so, that people are more 
connected to their phones than their families,” Rickard says. “I thought it was smart to 
marry the two ideas. To me, it felt like the perfect formula for a scary movie with 
meaning behind it.” 

Schiller agreed the film could strike a nerve while also mixing fear with fun. “This 
film is terrifying, and it needs to be, but there’s also an element of comedy. For me, 
moments of levity go hand and hand with great horror, and this film does that in an 
exceptional way.” 

For Anders, it was the premise for a fun horror movie rooted in a concept that 
would stick with audiences. 

“It’s an exciting ride with great scares that poses a very primal question, which 
could start a lot of conversation,” he says. “It also shines a light on how dependent we 
are on our devices in a highly original way by showing how they control our lives — and 
potentially our deaths.” 

Filmmakers also saw the opportunity to have a high-concept horror movie timed 
to Halloween, especially when examining the theatrical landscape. 

“It’s a smart, scary movie that knows not to take itself too seriously — there will 
be nothing like it in theaters,” says Schiller. 
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Setting Up Scares: 

The Funny Thing About Horror 

For filmmakers with an extensive list of successful comedy credits, Countdown 
proved to be an exciting new challenge. The team first delved into the genre by 
studying pivotal horror films and filmmakers to learn the ropes and rules. 

“Sean and John are the kind of creators who love to get under the hood of 
scripts, break everything down and understand the concepts and characters to find the 
best way to tell the most compelling story possible. In my opinion, there’s no one who 
does it better,” says Rickard. 

During their extensive research, filmmakers found that comedy and horror shared 
key beats. While comedy sets an expectation and subverts it, horror establishes 
patterns, then surprises the audience. 

“They have so much in common: The way you set up a horror set piece and the 
way you set up a physical comedy set piece,” says Anders. “That being said, we were 
new to it, and we had a lot to learn along the way.” 

Instead of making a terrifying, unrelenting horror movie, the filmmakers sought to 
alleviate scares with a sense of humor. 

“The premise of the film doesn’t lend itself to a relentless, gothic tale of horror,” 
says Dec. “Moments of intensity are followed by levity so the audience can breathe 
again. You’ll be scared, but you’ll also laugh. Those who find scary movies too 
unnerving will enjoy this film because there’s a good balance of frightening to fun.” 

The film also subverts certain horror tropes — for instance, when you are dealing 
with a demon you need a serious, stoic priest. Father John (P.J. BYRNE of The Wolf of 
Wall Street ) took to the cloth as a fan of the Bible’s more morbid teachings. 

“He has this enthusiasm for the Bible and its demons,” says Anders. “That’s 
what I love about the character and how it was played. We were looking for 
opportunities like that to have some fun.” 
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App-solutely Terrifying: 
We All Have Demons 


A pivotal part of the film was ensuring the demon summoned if we choose to 
cheat death was truly terrifying. 

“You can learn your fate and you can die a natural death, but if you take that 
information and try to change your fate, you’ve broken the rules — and you’re his,” says 
Dec. “He’s a hunter who enjoys the chase and wants every second until your last to be 
a nightmare.” 

The filmmakers chose to slowly reveal the demon to create a sense of suspense, 
starting with a shadow until you see more features of an evil that feasts on souls. As 
part of the chase, the demon also feeds on the fears we never speak of — the inner 
demons that eat away at us. 

While Quinn appears to have her life together, she has ghosts lurking under the 
surface. Quinn blames herself for the loss of her mother and the strain it has caused 
her family, especially with her younger sister Jordan (TALITHA BATEMAN of Annabelle: 
Creation). 

“Clearly, Quinn was expected to take on a motherly role within her family, but 
she’s focusing on creating a life for herself,” says Dec. “We all have these demons 
inside that we bury, and for Quinn, this is inhibiting her from having a close relationship 
with her family. This is already haunting her by the time she downloads the app.” 

Quinn takes her family for granted, rarely speaking with them. When she 
attempts to reconnect with those she loves after downloading the app, something worse 
than death is quickly coming for her and she realizes it might be too late. 

“A central theme of the movie is you only have so much time with the ones you 
love,” says Rickard. “Cherish those moments because you never know when your time 
will run out — so put down the phone.” 

More than anything, filmmakers wanted to take audiences on a nonstop thrill ride. 
“You’ll jump, you’ll laugh, you’ll be scared,” says Dec. “It’s a fun, fast, entertaining ride 
that grabs you in the first frame and doesn’t let you go — that was the goal.” 
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As for if Dec would download an app like Countdown? “No way,” he says. “I 
prefer to live obliviously unaware.”

ELIZABETH LAIL (Quinn) is best known for her breakout role as 'Guinevere Beck' in 
Lifetime's psychological thriller, "YOU" opposite Penn Badgley. The series premiered on 
Lifetime in October 2018, and immediately became one of Netflix's most binge-worthy series' 
when it streamed on the giant on December 26, 2018. Within four weeks, the series was 
watched by over 40 million Netflix users. 

Previously, Elizabeth completed David Fincher's "Videosyncrasy" directed by David 
Fincher for HBO and was also seen as 'Princess Anna' in a season of ABC's "Once Upon A Time."

Renowned for his pivotal scene-stealing role in Horrible Bosses, Byrne's character 
supports the stars of the film as they plot to kill their bosses. This film allows him to add Jason 
Bateman to a long list of important actors with whom he has had the opportunity to work. He 
has played opposite: Steve Carell in Dinner for Schmucks, Zach Galifianakis in The Campaign, 
Harrison Ford in Extraordinary Measures, Tom Hanks in Mike Nichols 1 Charlie Wilson's War, Will 
Ferrell and Nicole Kidman in Nora Ephron's Bewitched, Jack Black in Michel Gondry's Be Kind, 
Rewind, Jim Carrey in Bruce Almighty and Clint Eastwood in Bloodwork. 

Byrne was very well received for his starring role in the 5th installment of the 
phenomenally successful Final Destination franchise for Warner Bros. In the film Byrne's 
character meets one of the more unusual demises ever in the series of sci-fi horror films. 

Byrne's additional television credits include the fan favorite role of 'Irv Smiff,' the driven 
sports agent, who represents a number of professional football players in the ongoing BET hit 
series "The Game." 

Byrne is also adding writer to his resume having recently sold Brothers of the Bride to 
Newline, a feature film that he will co-write and star in which is being produced by Ben Stiller's 
Red Hour Productions. 

In addition to his on-screen roles, Byrne also voices 'Bolin in the Emmy® nominated 
Nickelodeon series, "The Legend of Korra" now entering its third season and received a "Behind 
the Voice Award" for his portrayal of that character. He is currently the voice of 'Firestorm' in 
Cartoon Network hit "Justice League Action." 

A Garden State native, Byrne was born in Maplewood, New Jersey and was raised in Old 
Tappan, New Jersey. 
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PETER FACINELLI (Dr. Sullivan), who is no stranger to Hollywood, craft as a leading man 
has undoubtedly created a strong foothold that has transcended from the spotlight as actor, to 
behind the camera as a notable director, writer, and producer. 

With a myriad of credits under his belt, Facinelli is likely most recognized for his starring 
role as Doctor Carlisle Cullen in the blockbuster Twilight franchise, based on Stephenie Meyer's 
#1 New York Times bestselling literary series. Next up for Facinelli is Running with the Devil 
(September 13 th , 2019 release) starring opposite Nicolas Cage, Laurence Fishburne, and Leslie 
Bibb, 

Facinelli recently completed his second directorial feature Hour of Lead, which he also 
wrote starring Anne Heche, Thomas Jane, and Jason Patric.

Additional recent credits include the 1920's mobster pic Gangster Land, the thriller 
Asher, opposite Famke Janssen, Ron Perlman and Richard Dreyfuss, Damian Harris' indie 
feature The Wilde Wedding opposite John Malkovich and Glenn Close, as well as the Chris 
Silverton thriller Heartthrob starring Lone Skye and Keir Gilchrist.

Despite success on the silver screen, Facinelli has also made his mark in television with 
such credits as the CBS Drama "S.W.A.T." as Michael Plank, and Dr. Fitch Cooper on the full 
seven season run of Showtime's hit dramedy "Nurse Jackie." Among its numerous accolades, 
the series earned Emmy, SAG, Golden Globe, and Writers Guild Award nominations, as well as 
being named one of AFI's Top Ten Television Shows of 2009. 

Facinelli additionally portrayed villain 'Maxwell Lord' in the first season of the hit CBS 
show "Supergirl," and starred opposite Anna Friel in NBC's drama "American Odyssey" in 2015. 
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He also appeared in "Glee," "Damages," HBO's "Six Feet Under," for which he shared the cast's 
2005 nomination for the SAG Award for "Best Ensemble in a Drama;" as well as a starring role in 
"Fastlane" in 2003. 

In 2010 Facinelli started the production company A7sle Films. Its first feature, Loosies, 
was a fast-paced dramatic comedy that Facinelli wrote and starred in about a clever and 
romantic pickpocket in the New York City subways. It co-starred Michael Madsen, Jaimie 
Alexander, Vincent Gallo, and Joe Pantoliano. The company later partnered with FilmDistrict to 
produce the true story horror picture The Last Word, based on a documentary of the same 
name about Johnny Frank Garrett, which premiered at the Austin Film Festival in 2016, and was 
directed by acclaimed indie director Simon Rumley. The company has additionally produced 
projects across film, TV, and digital platforms with Electus, 5x5, Boom Comics, College Humor, 
YouTube, ISH, and ARC Productions. 

A man of many trades, Facinelli augmented his writing repertoire in 2015 when he co¬ 
wrote After the Red Rain, a YA novel with New York Times best-selling author Barry Lyga, which 
was distributed by Little Brown Company. It is a dystopian novel set in a future world of 
environmental collapse and mass poverty, where a mysterious boy named Rose discovers that 
he possesses inhuman powers that can irrevocably change the lives of everyone on the planet. 

A graduate of NYU's Tisch School of the Arts, Facinelli splits his time between New York 
and Los Angeles. 

Actor/Comedian/Writer TOM SEGURA (Derek) is becoming one of the biggest names in 
the comedy business. He is currently performing to sold out audiences on his 100 city TAKE IT 
DOWN TOUR. He is best known for his three Netflix specials. Disgraceful (2018), Mostly 
Stories (2016), and Completely Normal (2014). Paste Magazine described him as, "...having a 
natural and capable storytelling ability, one that lifts his narratives out of average anecdote fare 
and plants them firmly in hilarious ground." Additionally, his hit Podcast Your Mom's 
House which he co-hosts with his wife, comedian Christina Pazsitzky, has rapidly grown to one 
of the biggest comedy podcasts today.

Emmy award winning actress ANNE WINTERS (Courtney) has quickly become "One to 
Watch" in the entertainment industry, showcasing her ability to bring diverse and dynamic 
characters to life on screen. She has continued to book back to back high-profile projects, and 
she isn't slowing down anytime soon. Winters can currently be seen starring 
opposite Dylan Minnette and Ross Butler on Netflix's critically acclaimed, drama series "13 
Reasons Why." Executive Produced by Selena Gomez and Brian Yorkey, the show follows a 
teenage girl's perplexing suicide, as classmates listen to a series of tapes that unravel the 
mystery of her tragic choice.

His producing credits include Seth Gordon's hit comedy Horrible Bosses and its sequel. 
Horrible Bosses 2, both starring Jason Bateman, Jason Sudeikis, Charlie Day, Jennifer Aniston 
and Jamie Foxx; the 2010 remake of the horror thriller A Nightmare on Elm Street; the Farrelly 
brothers' comedy Hall Pass, starring Owen Wilson and Jason Sudeikis; the horror film Final 
Destination 5; Bryan Singer's action adventure Jack the Giant Slayer; the romantic comedy How 
to Be Single, starring Dakota Johnson, Rebel Wilson, Alison Brie and Leslie Mann; Midnight 
Sun, starring Bella Thorne, Patrick Schwarzenegger and Rob Riggle; and the comedy Fist Fight, 
starring Ice Cube, Charlie Day, Tracy Morgan, Jillian Bell, and Kumail Nanjiani.

Midnight Sun starring Bella Thorne, Patrick Schwarzenegger and Rob Riggle; The Babysitter, a 
coproduction between BSFG and New Line directed by McG; Escape Plan 2, featuring Sylvester 
Stallone and 50 Cent; The Upside directed by Neil Burger and starring Kevin Hart, Bryan 
Cranston and Nicole Kidman; and Where's The Money, a Lionsgate comedy featuring Andrew 
Bachelor, Logan Paul and Kat Graham. 
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Other projects Schiller co-financed and produced at BSFG include Escape Plan, 
starring Arnold Schwarzenegger and Sylvester Stallone, and Jane Got A Gun starring Natalie 
Portman, Joel Edgerton and Ewan McGregor. Schiller is also currently developing an 
action/comedy feature adaptation of the long running television series Cops with Ruben 
Fleischer attached to direct. 

Prior to BSFG, Schiller worked for Garry Shandling on the commercially successful What 
Planet Are You From ? and for Doug Belgrad, President of Sony Pictures Entertainment Group, 
before transitioning to work for Adam Sandler at his production company, Flappy Madison. At 
Flappy Madison, Schiller actively engaged in the behind the scenes development and 
production of the feature films Anger Management, Mr. Deeds, Big Daddy, 8 Crazy Nights, and 
Grandma's Boy. In 2011, Schiller financed and produced the film Son of Morning 
starring Fleather Graham and Bob Odenkirk. 

Schiller earned his BA from Columbia University. 

JOHN MORRIS (Producer) most recently co-wrote and produced the Mark Wahlberg/ 
Rose Byrne starring box office hit comedy Instant Family with his writing partner Sean Anders. 
Before producing Countdown, Morris and Anders co-wrote and produced both Daddy's Home 1 
& 2 and Horrible Bosses 2 for Warner Bros. The two also co-wrote Dumb and Dumber To, the 
sequel to the Farrelly brothers' blockbuster hit Dumb and Dumber, which reunites original stars 
Jim Carrey and Jeff Daniels. Morris and Anders also wrote We’re the Millers starring Jennifer 
Aniston and Jason Sudeikis; Hot Tub Time Machine starring John Cusack, Craig Robinson and 
Rob Corddry; Mark Water's Mr. Popper's Penguins starring Jim Carrey; She's Out of My League 
starring Jay Baruchel and TJ Miller; and Sex Drive, which Morris also produced. In 2012, Morris 
served as executive producer on the Adam Sandler/Adam Samberg starrer That's My Boy. 

SEAN ANDERS (Producer) screenwriting credits include We're the Millers, Hot Tub Time 
Machine and She's Out of My League, and whose writing/directing credits include Instant 
Family, Daddy's Home 1 & 2, Horrible Bosses 2 and Sex Drive. 
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Anders works with writing/producing partner, John Morris, and although they remain 
relatively unknown, their ten produced feature film credits account for over a billion dollars in 
world-wide box office. They have also made significant but uncredited contributions to other 
features including Central Intelligence. 

Anders grew up in a small town called Deforest, Wisconsin, where he still has family and 
strong ties. He now lives in Los Angeles with his wife, three kids and two dogs. 

Anders' last film. Instant Family, is a dramatic comedy inspired by his own experience 
adopting his three amazing children through the foster care system as well as the experiences 
of several other families he met along the way. He hopes this film will inspire those who are 
starting or expanding a family to consider adopting one or more of the over half million foster 
children here in America. 

MAXIME ALEXANDRE (Director of Photography) was born in Renaix, Belgium, in 1971, 
and moved with his family to Rome when he was five. His stepfather, Inigo Lezzi (at the time 
assistant director for Marco Bellocchio, Gianni Amelio, and Nanni Moretti), guided him through 
discovering the Italian cinema greats. He was soon working as a young actor in several movies, 
including Une Page D'Amour, directed by Elie Chouraqui, with Anouk Aimee and Bruno Cremer, 
and Nanni Moretti's Bianca, in 1984. 

A few years later, discovered a passion for photography on the set of a short movie 
directed by his stepfather. In the late 1980s his family moved to Paris where he began his 
career in the camera department working on commercials, learning from great 
cinematographers like Darius Khondji, Jean-Yves Escoffier, Pierre Lhomme, Vilko Filac, and 
Italian cinematographers including Tonino Delli Colli and Franco Di Giacomo. 

His earliest work as a Director of Photography was shooting second unit on a 
commercial for Michel Gondry. Then in 2001 he met Alexandre Aja and Gregory Levasseur 
when he shot second unit for Aja's father, Andre Arcady, on Break of Dawn, written by Aja and 
Levasseur. Two years later, the three of them collaborated on Aja's directorial debut, Fligh 
Tension. The movie was internationally recognized as the beginning of the new wave of horror 
in French cinema and was picked up for distribution by Lionsgate. 
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Maxime and Levasseur collaborated again on the 2006 remake of The Hills Hove Eyes 
and 2008's Mirrors. During the making of The Hills Have Eyes, Maxime met iconic genre Director 
Wes Craven, with whom he worked on Paris, Je T'Aime. The film screened in Un Certain Regard 
at the Cannes Film Festival. In 2006 Maxime was recognized by Variety as one of its "Ten 
Cinematographers to Watch." 

In 2008 Maxime directed his first feature film. Holy Money, with Aaron Stanford, Ben 
Gazzara, Valeria Solarino and Joaquim De Almeida. His second film as director, Christopher 
Roth, was selected for several festivals, including the Brussels International Fantastic Film 
Festival; the Rome Independent Film Festival; Brazil's Cinefantasy, where it won "Best Movie," 
"Best Villain," "Best Make Up," "Best SFX," and "Best Soundtrack;" and won the "Best Director" 
at the Italian 2nd Fantasy Horror Awards. Director MJ Bassett's 2011 film Silent Hill Revelation 
was his first feature as a 3D cinematographer. 

In 2012, Maxime worked on Maniac, directed by Franck Khaifoun and starring Elijah 
Wood, which premiered at the 2012 Cannes Film Festival. He shot Dave Green's film Earth to 
Echo for Relativity Studios in 2014. That year he also shot The Voices, starring Ryan Reynolds 
and Anna Kendrick. The film, directed by Marjane Satrapi, premiered at the 2014 Sundance Film 
Festival. 

In 2016, Maxime collaborated with Director David F. Sandberg and Producer Peter 
Safran on Annabelle: Creation, a very successful film in New Line's Conjuring franchise. Maxime 
continued with New Line on The Nun directed by Corin Hardy, and with Sandberg and Safran on 
the 2019 superhero film Shazam! starring Zach Levi. 

Maxime reunited with Alexandre Aja for The Ninth Life of Louis Drax and they continued 
on 2019's Crawl for Paramount Pictures. 

Coming out soon will be Larry for Jacob Chase and Amblin Pictures and The Haunting of 
Bly Manor for Netflix and Executive Producers Mike Flanagan and Trevor Macy. 

CLAYTON HARTLEY (Production Designer) reteamed with director Adam McKay to 
design the sets for the HBO Movie "Showtime." He also recently completed Michael 
Showalter's feature film The Lovebirds. 
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In 2018 he collaborated for the fourth time with writer/director Sean Anders for Instant 
Family. He also designed the sets for the Fox TV series "LA to Vegas" for the creators of 
"Modern Family" and Gary Sanchez Productions. 

In 2017 he reteamed with Will Ferrell and Gary Sanchez Productions for Daddy's Flome 2 
and The House. He recently designed his sixth film with director Adam McKay, The Big Short, a 
collaboration that began with Anchorman: The Legend of Ron Burgundy and continued through 
Talladega Nights: The Ballad of Ricky Bobby, Step Brothers, The Other Guys and Anchorman 2: 
The Legend Continues. 

Hartley studied Art and Architecture at Northwestern University. Following his time 
there he started working his way up through the ranks of the art department beginning with 
the films Bad Boys, Buckaroo Bonzai, Hoosiers, The Other Sister and Jerry Maguire. 

As production designer, his work on Almost Famous earned Hartley a nomination for 
"Excellence in Production Design" by the Art Directors Guild. Early film credits include Cheats, 
American Wedding, Kicking and Screaming, Semi-Pro, The Perfect Sleep and She's Out of My 
League. 

Hartley designed Daddy's Home 1 and 2 produced by McKay and directed by Sean 
Anders with whom he had previously collaborated on Horrible Bosses 2. Other recent credits 
include Masterminds for director Jared Hess; Welcome to Me for director Shira Piven and the 
blockbuster hit We're the Millers directed by Rawson Marshall Thurber. 

Hartley served as production designer on the highly successful television series 
"Eastbound and Down." Additional television work includes the made for TV films "Southern 
Comfort" and "Lipshitz Saves the World." 

BRAD WILHITE (Editor) Brad began his career as a production assistant for Ivan 
Reitman's company Northern Lights in 1994. While at Northern Lights he learned the 
art of editing and joined the Motion Picture Editor's Guild in 1996. Over his 5 years with 
Reitman's company Brad was fortunate enough to work on projects such as Space Jam, Private 
Parts, Junior, Father's Day and Six Days Seven Nights. 
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In 2002, Brad teamed up with the editing legend George Folsey, Jr. to work with John 
McTiernan on the film Basic. For 11 years Brad and Folsey edited movies like Cheaper by the 
Dozen, The Pink Panther, Unaccompanied Minors, Sex Drive, Hostel 1, 2 and 3, The Rocker, 
and Hot Tub Time Machine. 

In 2013 Brad edited Break Point which debuted at SXSW and was nominated for an 
Audience Choice Award. In 2015, he reteamed with Sean Anders to cut Daddy's Home for 
Paramount Pictures and also finished an 11-episode single camera comedy called "Sing It!" A 
first for Youtube's fledgling online Red Channel. 

Currently Brad edits Sean Anders movies. Daddy's Home and Instant Family are some of 
the films he's very proud to be a part of. 

Beginning in fashion design, ABBY O'SULLIVAN'S (Costume Designer) entry to film was 
her work as a Costume Designer for the Oscar® nominated independent drama Frozen River. 
She has since designed the costumes for a diverse list of film and television projects including 
Scott Derrickson's Sinister (2012), Ryan Fleck & Anna Boden's Mississippi Grind (2015), and 
Jeremy Slater's Exorcist (2017). 

O'Sullivan's upcoming projects include Out of Blue (2018) for the BBC and Captive State 
(Focus Features). Her designs are marked by an ability to mix realism with a progressive impact 
from her background in experimental art and fashion.
